Whoever, having charge of the 
delivery of ice from a wagon, not be- 
ing a dealer in ice, refuses, on the 
request of the purchaser of ice to 
weigh the same when it is delivered, 
or gives false weight, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than ten 
dollars. 


Section 2—This act. shall take effect 


upon its .passage.
